Rome, October 6. 

Nthe 1ft the Ambaffador of Spain re- 
ceiv'd Advice by an Exprefs from*Flo- 
rence, that the “Confederate Fleet was 
come into the Port of Leghorne. The 

_ nextday the Imperial Ambaffador re- 
ceiv’d the Confirmation of this News by another 
Courier ; and on the-4th he fet out from hence in a 
Poft Chaife to go to Leghorne to confer with the 
Admirals Sir Cloudfly Shovel and Monfieur Alle- 
monde. 

Leghorne, October 5. On the 30th of laft Month 
the Englith and Dutch Fleet appear’d in fight of this 
City; and the 2 following days came to an Anchor 
in our Roads, in all 100 Sail, viz. 46 Ships of War 
of the Line of Battle, 5 Frigates, 4 Firethips, 2 Bomb- 
Veffels, 3 Hofpital-Ships, 8 Tranfports, and 18 Mer- 
chantmen bound hither, the reft being Prizes taken in 
their Voyage. Some days before,6 Men of War were 
decach’d with 24 Merchant Ships which ay ae to 
convoy to Venice and feveral Ports of the Levant. 
The Fleet at coming in was faluted with but 5 Guns, 
which the Admirals refented, and would take no no- 
tice of the Officer fent to welcome them; but this 
matter being accommodated, the Admirals receiv'’d 
the Compliments made them on the part of the Great 
Duke; afcer which the Governour of this Place fent. 
them Prefents of Refrethments of all forts by order of 
our Prince. The Fleet has taken in great Store of 
frefh Water, and the Admirals have bought up Wine 
and other Provifions to the Value of 100000 Crowns. 
Tomorrow or on Monday (being the 8th inftant) they 
will put to Sea again, the Signal for getting ready to 
Sail being already given. "Tis generally reported 
they will Sail to the Weftward ; but fome are of Opi- 
nion they give our this report to conceal their real 
Defign, the rather becaufe we are affur'd they have 
4000 Land-Soldiers on board, a great number of 
Arms and Saddles, and that they bave feveral Spa- 
niards and Neapolirans of Quality with them. 


Leghorné, O&tober 12. On the 8th the Count de © 


Lamberg the Emperor’s Ambaffador arriv’d here from 
Rome; Our Governour fent to Compliment him on 
his Arrival, and made him a Prefent of Refrefhments 
in the Name of the Great Duke of Tufcany. On 
the 9th the Ambaffador went on board Sir Cloudfly 
Shoyel’s Ship, and was welcom’d with Trumpets 
and Me Difcharge of 21 Guns ; After the Compli- 
ments berween them were pafs'd, his Excellency’s 
Secretary read aloud, in prefence of feveral Officers 
of the Fleet, a Letter from the Emperor importing 
that he had made over his Right to the Spanifi Mo- 
narchy to his Son the Archduke of Auftria, and 


had proclaim’d him King of Spain by the Title of 


Charles TII. Upon which his Excellency receiv'd the 
Compliments of ‘all the Officers prefent 5 and was 
very {plendidly entertain’d at Dinner by Sir Cloudfly, 
with whom he had afterwards two Conferences, one 
of which was very long. On the roth Admiral Alle- 
monde made the Ambaffador a Vifir at his Lodgings, 
and was a long time with him in Conference, His

Nif/mes, October 10. The Marthal de Montreve! 
has not burnt the Villages he was order’d in the Up- 
per Sevennes, as has been rerorted; But having re- 
ceiv’d new Directions from Court, he has fufpended 
the Execution of his former Orders, being ob ig’d to 
fend 4000 Men into Dauphiney. Whereupon he 
is return’d to Montpelier with Monfieur Bafvile, and 
has already withdrawn the 4000 Men of his Troops: 
out of the Sevennes, to fend them over the Rhone - 
The Troops he has left are hardly fufficient to guard 
the Towns of the Lower Languedoc and the Se- 


_vennes : Of which the Camifars will no doubt make 


their Advantage. 
From the Hague & Leiden Gazettes,dated Nov. 1. 

Bajfil, October 22. The Duke of Savoy has fent 
exprefs Orders to all the Swifs Officers that are in 
his Service, to repair to their feveral Regiments with- 
in 4 days on pain of forfeiting their Commiffions. 
And has fenta new Envoy to Baden, on what Er- 
rand is yet a Secret. The Cantons will meet on the 


4th of November to confult what Meafures will be 


fit for them to take on occafion of the Rupture be- 
tween France and Savoy. 

’Tis advis’d from Geneva of the 19th of October, 
that the Duke of Savoy has difpatch’d the Count de 


_Tarini to the Emperor and feveral Princes of Ger- 


many, to notifie to them his Rupture with France. 
and Spain, and to demand Succours of them againft 
thofe 2 Crowns. 

Milan, October 13. On the roth the Prince of 
Vaudemont went to Pavia, where a great Council 
of War was held by the Duke of Vendome. Yefter- 
day he return’d hither, and tomorrow will go to take 
upon him the Command of the Army of the two 

rowns encamp’d at San Benedetto ; while the Duke 
of Vendome marches towards Piedmont with 15 or 
20000 Men, who are divided into 2 Bodies, one 
marches by the way of Pavia, the other by Novara. 
The Duke of Savoy has reinforc’'d the Garrifon of 
Verceil with 500 Men, has order’d a Convent of 
Cordeliers and a Nunnery which lye near the Walls 
of that Place to be demolifh’d; and is taking the beft 
Meafures he can for his Security. “Tis reported the 
Imperialifts will faddenly put themfelves in Motion, 
and attempt to penetrate into this Dutchy by the 
Mirandolan. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Noy. 1. 
Paris, October 20. They write from Fontaine- 
bleau, that an Exprefs is arriv’d there from the Duke 
of Vendome, by which he acquaints the King with 
his having fignified his Majefty’s Intentions to the 
Duke of Savoy, and with his Royal Highnefs’s Ar- 
fwer. They have not had an Interview, but the 
Duke of Vendome being advanc’d to Pavia, wrote a 
Letter from thence to his Royal Highnefs, and fave 
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him but 2 days to take his Refolution on the King’s 
Propofals. *Tis faid, the Duke of Savoy, incens’d 
at this haughty Treatment, upbraids the French 
with caufelefly diftrufting him, with not performing 
their Promifes to him, and with their contumelious 
Uiage noc only of his Troops bur of his Perfon when 
he commanded the Army of rhe 2 Crowns in Lom- 
bardy with theMarfhal deCatinat,and has declar’d,that 
being 2 Sovereign Prince, he will not be call’d to ac- 
count for his Actions by any Potentate whatever, that 
he can find Means and knows how to choofe a time 
to make him(e!f Reparation for the Affronts and In- 
juries that have been put upgn him, particularly this 
jaft of difarming his froops; and that he will not 
be’ wanting to enter into fuch Meafures as may beft 
conduce to his true Intereft. “The Marthal de Theife 
took leave of the King on the 18th, and ‘tis {aid he

Daurhiney, where he will find 6 Batcallions a 


fome Cavairy which the Marfhal de Montgevel fas © 


détach’d thither, while the Duke of Vendome, who 
eutred'the ‘Territory of Alexandria on the 1 5thin- 
ftant, is to march with his Army into Piedmont. 
Mean time we hear the Duke of Savoy is not Idic, 
but Pofts abour over all his Country, to infpire his 
Refentinent into his Peeple and animate them to 
ftand firmly by him; Hc has already drawn togecher 
8000 Men in the Neighbourhood of Verceil, and 
near €coo more about Montmeiilan, befides the Re- 
gular and Militia Troops appointd to guard the 
Paffages and fortified Places of his Dukedom. We 
are told likewife his Royal Highnefs is in hopes thar 
the Provinces cf France which border on Savoy may 
“be drawn into a Revolt, by his Subjects the Vaudois, 
whom he has order’d to rake Arms, and who have 
already begun to make Incurfions into Dauphiney. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Nov. 1.° 
Lorrain, October 26. Letters from Paris of the 
23d advife, that the Counrde Thouloufe defires a 
‘Reinforcement of but 7 or 8 Ships more, believing he 
may then venture out of Thoulon; that it was re- 
ported Monfieur de Harteloire is fail'd from Brett 
with 5 Ships for the Mediterranean ; and that the 
Duke of Savoy has but 13 Battallions,as many Squa- 
drons, and 60cep Militia actually in Arms; bur 
that the Vaudois will make a confiderable Addition 
to thofe Forces. 
Some Advices from Italy and Swifferland fay , 
~ Prince Eugene of Savoy is expected from Vienna to 
reaffume the ‘Command of the Imperial Army in 
Lombardy. 

Hegue, Oober 30. The Duke of Marlborough 
arriv’d here on the 27th. Yeftetday he receiv’d a 
Pacquer with Letters from the Duke of Savoy, to the 
Queen of England, to the States General, and to him- 
felf, importing, that his Royal Highnefs had declar'd 
War againft France, was putting bis People in Arms, 
and drawing his Forces towards the Frontiers to de- 
fend them. 

Hegue, Nov. 3. The King of Spain is come to 

Rotrerdam, and is expected ac this Place to day. 
The Duke of Mariborough intends to embark on 
the §ch for Esgiand. 

Falmouth, OXcder 23. This day put in Her Ma- 

jofty’s Ship the Leopard, being one of Rear Admiral 
Dilks’s Squadron, who al! came from Cork on the 
‘rgth infant, having under Convoy 9 Eaft-India Men 
together wich the Virginia Ships,buc the fame Night 
in company with the Loo and Hector was feparared 
by firefs of Weasher from the Fleet, and can give no 
farther account of them ; She parced laft night from 
the faid 2 Frigats, having wrong’d her Foremaftand 
Boitfplic. 

Hdrwich, ORober 27. This Morning arriv’d here 
the Marlborough Pacquet-Boat with 2 Mails from 
Hoiland, bur brings no Advice of the Eagle Pacquet- 
Boar, fo that ’tis fear'd fhe is loft.
